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Six Injured in Explosion 
and Fire at Navy Fa- 
cility in West Vir- 
ginia — Blast Felt 7 
Miles Away.

CUMBERLAND, Md., May 22 
(AP)—Nine persons were missing 
and six other workers injured 
today in an exp'osion and fire at 
a Navy facility which makes 
fuel for missiles. 

The number of missing and in- 
fuved was announced 6'4 hours 
after the explosion by the Her- 
cules Powder Co., operator of 
the Allegany Ballistics Labora- 
tory for the Government, and 
the Bureau of Naval Weapons. 

They said families of the miss- 
ing are being notified and no 
identities would be announced 
until all the next of kin had been 
informed. 

An extensive search of the 
area, which is in West Virginia 
about seven miles rom Cumber- 
land, was being conducted for 
the missing persons. 

Fire Follows Blast. 

Fire that fotlowed the explo- 
sion hampered the search. 

The explosion occurred at 7:15 
a.m. (St. Louis time) in a pilot 
plant for making solid propellant. 

One witness said, “There is a 
big black hole’’ where the powder 
making building had been. 

Two of the six injured were 
released after sreatment. One of 
the inured was reported in seri- 
ous condition following major 
abdominal surgery. 

The latter was identified as 
Jesse L. Haws, of Lavale, a 
Cumberland suburb. Haws, an 
area supervisor for the labora- 
tory was taken to Cumberland 
{emorial Hospital after the 
blast. 

The other injured were identi- 
fied as John R. Fore, also of 
Lavale, a technician’s assistant; 
Alferd J. Vizza, Frostburg, Md., 
a pipefitter; Edward G. Far- 
rell (home town unavailable), a 
pipefitter; Thurston Henderson, 
a shift foreman (hometown un- 
available), and Vernon R. Em- 
erick of Wellersburg, Pa., an 
employe of the George F. Hazle- 
wood Co., a Cumberland con- 
tracting firm. 

Vizza and Fore were reported 
in good condition at Sacred 
Heart Hospital. Henderson and 
Farrell returned to the labora- 
tory after treatment at the hos- 
pital. Emmerick remained under 
treatment at Memorial Hospital. 

Buildings Shaken. 

Buildings in Cumberland were 
shaken by the blast and a huge 
cloud of smoke could be seen 
rising from the laboratory. 

The solid- propellant made 
there has been used in the last 
stage rockets put into orbit by 
the United States, including the 
Vanguard VI in 1959. 

Solid propellant for the Polaris, 
the Navy's missile that is 
launched from beneath the sea 
hy submarines, also is made at 
the laboratory. But the official 
announcement said these facili- 
ties were not involved in the ex- 
plosion and fire.

HGH COURT SAYS 
DU PONT MUST 
SELL GM, STOCK 


Vote Is 4 to 3—Ruling 
Is on Appeal From 
Justice Dept. on Vot- 
ing Rights. 


WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP) 
— The Supreme Court ruled 
today that E. I. duPonf de Ne- 
mours & Co. must give up its 
huge stock holdings in General 
Motors Corp. 


The court ruled on a Justice 
Department appeal from a de- 
cision by United’ States District 
Judge Walter J. La Buy in Chi- 
cago. Judge La Buy found 
duPont's surrender of its voting 
power in G.M. would be suffi- 
cient to meet the anti-trust laws. 

The Justice Department ap- 
peal insisted duPont should be 
required to dispose outright of 
its 63,000,000 shares of stock in 
G.M. The shares are valued at 
more than three billion dollars. 


Prices of both duPont and Gen- 
eral Motors shares fluctuated 
sharply on the New York Stock 
Exchange on the news. DuPont 
plunged from a high of 229!4 to 
a low of 212, a dropof 174 points 
in a few minutes, but then 
recovered and closed about 7', 
points off its high. G.M. went 
from a high of 49% to a low of 
46, a drop of 3% points, but 
then recovered partially. 
William J. Brennan 
delivered the court’s majority 
opinion. Justice Felix Frankfur- 
ter wrote a dissenting opinion 
which Justices Charles E. Whit- 
taker and Potter Stewart joined. 

Justices Tom C. Clark and 
John. M. Harlan took no part in 
the case. Thus the vote was 4 


to 3.

‘Cleaner Remedy.’ 


Justice Brennan's opinion said 
the court’s majority § thought 
“the public is entitled to the 
surer, cleaner remedy of divesti- 
ture.”’ 

“The same result would fol- 
low even if we were in doubt. 
For it is well settled that once 
the government has successfully 
borne the considerable burden 
of establishing a violation of 
law, all doubts as to the remedy 
are to be resolved in its (the 
government's) favor,” he said. 
Justice Brennan said the court 
majority felt that “this already 
protracted litigation should be 
concluded as soon as possible.”’

The committee simultantously 
announced a nation-wide drive 
to collect funds from Americans

Walter Reuther, head 
United Auto Workers union, 
made the announcement as co- 
chairman of the committee after 
conferring with a group of 10 
prisoners from the April anti- 
Castro invasion of Cuba 

The 10 were paroled by Castro 
so they could seek to arrange a 
deal for release of about 1200 
other prisoners. 

Conditions Imposed. 

Reuther said the United States 
citizens group is sending a tele- 
gram to Castro saying it will 
consider itself committed to the 
deal provided: 

1. Castro will a small 
group of Amercians to go to Ha- 
vana to work out details, includ- 
ing what kind of tractors Castro 
is to get. Reuther himself plans 
to accompany the technicians. 

2. Castro will supply a list of 
all prisoners to be freed and this 
list is certified 

3. Castro promises to release 
the prisoners as tractors arrive.

On official editorial broadcast 
over Havana's CMO station 
quoted prime minister Fidel 
Castro as saying the United 
States had been insulting in con- 
sidering his proposal of an ex- 
change rather than indemnifica- 
tion for damage caused by the 
invaders. 

Rebuke on Cynicism. 

Castro was quoted as saying 
the United States considered 
the trade offer cynical while it 
was the United States that had 
been ‘“‘cynical and immoral”’ in 
ordering the invasion of Cuba. 

Earlier, Castro had been 
quoted as saying that if the 
United States persisted in using 
the term ‘“‘exchange’’ rather 
than ‘“‘indemnification’’ then he 
would be willing to exchange 
the 1200 prisoners for ‘‘an equal 
number of political prisoners in 
the United States, Puerto Rico, 
Guatemala, Nicaragua and 
Spain.” 

Castro was quoted as saying, 
“If the United States insists on 
calling it an exchange, then it 
would have to be an exchange 
of prisoners for prisoners. 

“The United States does not 
have the moral right to accuse 
Cuba of cynicism” for suggest- 
ing the  bulldozer-for-prisoners 
deal, Castro said.

The Rev. Dr. King first came 
to national attention in 1956 as 
the organizer and leader of a 
successful Negro boycotting of 
(Montgomery busses to end segre- 
gation in seating. 

At that time he was pastor of 
a Montgomery Negro Baptist 
Church. Recently he has lived 
in New York. During last night's 
violence he telephoned Washing- 
ton to ask President Kennedy 
for help.

It was reported that the Free- 
dom Riders, who remained in 
Montgomery after Saturday’s 
riots, would turn themselves in 
today to face prosecution under 
an injunction recently issued by 
Judge Walter D. Jones of Mont-

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SUPREME COURT 
BACKS NAACP. 
IN LOUISIANA 


WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP) 
~The Supreme Court ruled today 
that Louisiana cannot compel 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
to disclose names of its mem- 
bers and contributors 

The court at the same time 
decided a Louisiana law in ques- 
tion cannot be enforced against 
N.A.A.C.P. The state said this 
law was intended to determine 
whether organizations operating 
within its borders were domi- 
nated by Communist or sub- 
versive leadership 

Justice William O. Douglas de- 
livered the unaniomus decision 

Another Louisiana law, passed 
in 1924, was also involved in to- 
day's case. It required organiza- 
tions to file membership lists 
yearly and was originally de- 
signed to curb activities of the 
Ku Klux Klan 

A special three-judge federal 
court in New Orleans in Febru- 
ary, 1960, ° ruled that the 
N.A.A.C.P. need not comply with 
the 1924 law. It commented: 

“Unlike the Ku Klux Klan, the 
N.A.A.C.P., however unpopular 
in Louisiana, officially and un- 
officially, is not shown to be an 
organization dedicated to ‘unlaw- 
ful intimidation and violence.’”’ 

The other Louisiana law ruled 
on today was passed in 1958 and 
was aimed at the N.A.A.C.P 

The 1958 law required that a 
Louisiana chapter of any organ 
zation with afiiliates in other 
states must attest that officers 
of the affiliates are not connect- 
ed with groups cited by the House 
Committee on Un-American 
Activities or by the United States 
Attorney General as Communist, 
Communist front, or subversive 
Organiaztions. 

This 1958 law, the special court 
said, was cleariy unconstitutional! 
because it would require the im- 
possible. 

Attorney General Jack P. | 
Gremillion of Louisiana appealed 
to the Supreme Court to reverse 
the special court rulings on both 
laws.

strators, squatting outside a pier 


entrance, barred the way to a 


truck bringing cookies to the | 


Polaris base ship Proteus. Most 
staved there all night after be- 
ing repelled in an attempt to 
board the ship yesterday. 
About 50 policemen marched 
among the seated men and wom- 
en and began dragging them 
off. Police tempers wore thin 
when each démonstrater who 
was hauled off ran or crawled 
hack into the crowd. Men and 
women were dragged by arms 
or ankles through the dust and 
dumped at the side of the road 


The demonstrators paddled | 


out to the ship in 11 canoes yes- 
terday but were forced back by 
United States sailors, who 
soaked them with fire hoses. 


Police arrested 42, charged them | 


with a breach of the peace, then 
released them.

A RUBY-RED STRAWBERRY 
is perhaps the most exquisite of 
all fruits; almost too perfect to 
be tampered with in any way. 
Surely a beautiful berry, com- 
plete with the cap for dipping 
into a snowy mound of pow- 
dered sugar, needs no embellish- 
ment; yet it is human nature 
to want perfection with varia- 
tions. 

Here, then are the variations. 
They begin with this simple 
ambrosial blend described by 
the eighteenth century gastron- 
omer, Briilat-Savarin: 

“It was the Count de la Place 
who discovered a most subtle 
way to serve strawberries which 
consists of moistening them 
with the juice of a sweet orange 
{apple of the Hesperides). 

‘Another scholar has improved 
the recipe still further, by add- 
ing the zest of the orange peel, 
which he obtains by rubbing it 
with a morsel of sugar. He pre- 
tends to be able to prove, thanks 
to a scrap which escaped the 
flames which destroyed the li- 
brary at Alexandria, that it was 
fruit thus seasoned which was 
served at the banquets on Mount 
hia.” 

There you have an intriguing 
picture of Jupiter, father of 
gods, with his thunderbolts in 
one hand and orange-zested 
strawberries in the other. 

Fresh Strawberry-Orange Am- 
brosia: Wash and cap one pint 
fresh strawberries. Cut in half. 
Sprinkle with one-fourth cup 
sugar and set aside in refrigera- 
tor. 

Peel and cut three large or- 
unges into sections. Fill sherbet 
glasses with alternate layers of 
sugared strawberries, orange 
sections and grated coconut. Gar- 
nish each with a whole uncapped 
strawberry. 


Yield: six servings.

onade: Wash one pound fresh ,

The junta by proclamation 
today dissolved all political and 
social organizations.

He has outraged many white 
persons with his rulings. But he 
has made Negroes unhappy, too.

“T don’t see how a judge who 
approaches these cases with any 
other philosophy (than the one 
he has adopted), particularly if 
he was born and reared in the 
South, can discharge his oath 
and the responsibility of his of- 
fice.”

The Council’s Position 

In reading your editorials regard- 
ing the proposed constitutional 
amendment for expansion of St. 
Louis county's powers, and particu- 
larly the most recent article cap- 
tioned “‘Not Even Half a Loaf,”’ it 
is apparent that there has been 
some misunderstanding or lack of 
information regarding the position 
of the County Council as to the ex- 
tent of powers sought. 

In December 1960, the Council ap- 
proved a legislative program which 
included a proposed constitutional 
amendment to Article VI, Section 
18, which was broad and general in 
its scope. 

In January 1961, Representative 
Aschemeyer introduced a similar 
bill referring to ‘‘all municipal type 
services.” The League of Munici- 
palities expressed their opposition 
to Mr. Aschemeyer's bill before 
ours had been publicly submitted. 

The legislative committee of the 
County Council met with our House 
and Senate delegation later in Jan- 
uary, and presented our recom- 
mended bill. It was indicated at 
that time that we could not achieve 
harmony on either our proposal or 
Mr. Aschemeyer’s, and it was sug- 

gested that the powers be spelled 
out. This was done, resulting in 
our recommended substitute for 
House Joint Resolution No. 3. 

It is, and has always been, the 
position of the County Council 
that the constitutional amendment 
should be broad in its scope, leav- 
ing the specific powers to be voted 
by the people. At no time have we 
opposed Mr. Aschemeyer’s bill as 
stated in this recent editorial. 

We appreciate the tremendous 
job the Post-Dispatch has done in 
highlighting our county problems, 
and felt that you would appreciate 
the’ correct information on our po- 
sition in regard to the proposed 
solution.

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A Legislative Grab — 


A devious bit of tampering with Missouri's 
Constitution is proposed in a resolution be- 
fore the Senate Judiciary Committee. The 
House passed this strange measure nearly two 
months ago. It received little public atten- 
tion but warrants public scrutiny if not alarm. 

House Joint Resolution No. 16 proposes a 
constitutional amendment for a joint legisla- 
tive committee to “review rules and regula- 
tions promulgated by any board or other ad- 
ministrative agency of the executive depart- 
ment.” On a recommendation of the commit- 
tee, the Legislature could abolish a rule or 
regulation. 

The sponsors include four Republican Rep- 
resentatives: Degenhardt of Perryville; Har- 
low of Springfield, Steelman of Salem and 
King of Clayton; and two Democrats: Bol- 
linger of Fredericktown and Bollinger of Van 
Buren (they are not related). This group 
contends that the resolution would restore 
some legislative control over the workings of 
300 boards and bureaus. It would do that— 
and more. 

It would allow legislators to tamper with 
the rules of administrative or quasi-judicial 
bodies established to deal with specialized 
subjects. These agencies are experts in their 
fields; the legislators are not. 

It would permit the legislators to seize a 
negative but nonetheless effective control 
over such agencies. The administrators could 
be bombarded by threats of rule changes and 
otherwise harassed unless they caved in to 
legislative demands. 

It would, in short, do just the opposite of 
what the people intended when they removed 
some of these agencies from politics because 
politics had interfered with sound adminis- 
tration and regulation of public affairs. 

Three major agencies in particular are pro- 
tected by the Constitution from political med- 
dling. They are the Public Service Commis- 
sion, which regulates utilities; the Conserva- 
tion Commission, which governs wildlife and 
forest resources; and the Highway Commis- 
sion, which administers the state’s largest 
single enterprise. Each is bipartisan and in- 
dependent. 

Some. legislators have always had designs 
on the last two named. The Conservation 
Commission has been subjected to demands 
that it stock game in one place or cut trees 
in another. The Highway Commission has 
been pressured by a variety of special in- 
terests to use this or that material, to build 
this or that road but, at all times, to hold down 
road taxes. The consistency of legislative at- 
tempts to recapture control, in one form or 
another, of conservation and roads has been 
such that most Missourians have heard of the 
“meat hounds” and the “road hogs.” For- 
tunately, when responsible legislators have 
not defeated such grabs for power, the public 
itself has smashed them. 

We doubt that the Senate will approve of 
the latest grab, though House passage is dis- 
quieting. Gov. Dalton is unlikely to accept 
a legislative incursion into his branch of gov- 
ernment. In any event, when the Legislature 
tries to recapture power the people took away 
from it, the last line of defense is the people. 
Missourians will not accept a return to polli- 
tics in conservation and highway building. 


‘No’ to the Féatherbedders 


Having lost their fight to prevent adoption 
in St..Louis of a modern building code, union 
featherbed artists now are out to have their 
way by amendment. The Sprinkler Fitters, 


the Pipe Coverers and the Electrical Workers © 


are attempting to create make-work situa- 
tions for themselves at the expense of the 
community interest in keeping construction 
costs here reasonably competitive with those 
in other major cities. 

Neal J. Campbell, a consulting engineer 
who headed Mayor Tucker’s committee that 
drafted the new code, says the changes pro- 
posed by the unions are unnecessary, as in- 
deed they are. The amendments were offered 
and defeated in the balloting preceding adop- 
tion of the new code last March. It is up to 
Aldermanic President Cervantes and his col- 
leagues on the overwhelmingly Democratic 
Board of Aldermen, to see that the feather- 
bedders are not allowed to rig the code 
against the public interest. 


Puzzles in Korea 


The Washington report of Brig. Gen. 
Thomas Phillips, Post-Dispatch military ana- 
lyst, that some United States actions in the 
Korean military coup “have not been dis- 
closed” suggests that there may be adequate 
reasons for moves which are superficially dif- 
ficult to understand. We hope so. 

In the beginning stages of the military take- 
over of the duly-elected Chang government 
United States Gen. Carter Magruder, United 
Nations commander in Korea, and Mar- 
shal Green,. United States charge d'affaires 
in Seoul, issued statements strongly backing 
Chang. Apparently this was considered nec- 
essary to scotch rumors that the United States 
was backing the rebellion. At any rate, it was 
the logical course to pursue since the United 
States could not indorse armed overthrow of 
an entirely legitimate government. 

The reasoning in the Associated Press dis- 
patch from Seoul stating that “Top United 
States authorities were in the position today 
of having publicly backed the losing side in a 
South Korean power struggle” and that the 
United States therefore “suffered loss of face” 
in Asia seems to us fallacious. Waiting to in- 
dorse the winner would have been cynical 
and cowardly, and a reversal of our previous 
policy. 

That is why, unless there are unpublished 
factors, the State Department's failures to 
back up Mr. Green is puzzling. Did the State 
Department know something about the coup 
that was not known to Mr. Green and Gen. 
Magruder? Was there danger of a Communist- 
inspired uprising over the Chang govern- 
ment’s failure to solve economic problems, 
and did the army takeover forestall it? 

There is another point. The 500,000-man 
Korean army, technically under U.N. com- 
mand, is equipped by the United States and 
has been trained and indoctrinated by Amer- 
ican officers for more than a decade. Why 
did not our officers know the coup was being 
planned? Or did they? Gen. Phillips says “it 
can be assumed” that Lt. Gen. Chang Do-yung, 
nominal leader of the coup, who is close to 
Gen. Magruder, at first attempted to prevent 
the coup but then joined it with the idea of 
controlling it. Why can this be assumed? 

These are questions which need answering. 
It is beside the point to argue that South 


Korean army leaders are able men and strong 
anti-Communists, and are perhaps better qual- 
ified to run the government than civilians. 
This may be true, but it does not change the 
facts that a military junta has knocked out a 
democratically elected civilian government, 
and that the United States, despite Mr. 
Green's effort, is in danger of being identified 
with another military dictatorship. 


Disgrace in Montgomery 


The latest violence in Montgomery, Ala., is 
a disgrace to the whole country, and no dis- 
pute between state and federal authority 
should be allowed to prevent any longer the 
maintenance of order. 

Having been tragically proved wrong in his 
claim that the state and local authorities could 
manage the situation, Gov. John Patterson 
now has the duty to accept whatever help is 
available to prevent any repetition of the ugly 
events of Saturday and Sunday. 

Gov. Patterson took the familiar stance 
when he objected to Attorney General Ken- 
nedy’s dispatch of civil marshals to the scene 
where the Ku Klux spirit had dragged Ameri- 
can principles in the mud. But federal action 
was warranted by the complete breakdown of 
local law enforcement. When any authorities, 
city or state, can permit to happen such mob 
action as the bus station riot on -Saturday, 
they prove their incompetence or their ill will. 

The Governor also gave aid and comfort to 
the instigators of violence by complaining of 
“provocation” by the so-called “freedom 
riders.” To anybody who prefers to ignore 
the Ku Klux spirit it would be pleasant if no 
American chose to emphasize his rights by 
exercising them. But it is not a provocation 
to observe the laws of the United States, and 
these bar segregation on interstate transpor- 
tation. Gov. Patterson’s attempt to fix the 
blame on those who exercised their rights, 
rather than on those who interfered by vio- 
lence, cannot stand. 

The federal marshals are now operating 
under command of the State National Guard, 
and Montgomery has been restored to uneasy 
quiet. But the whole sad affair remains a 
humiliation to the United States before the 
world, which can be wiped out only by com- 
plete law enforcement and full respect, in Ala- 
hama as elsewhere, for constitutional rights. 


People Above Prestige 

No matter to what extent the United States 
was involved in the abortive military adven- 
ture against the Castro regime in Cuba, 
reasons of state seemingly preclude a re- 
sponse by the Government to the Cuban 
leader’s offer to exchange 1200 prisoners for 
500 tractors. Since humility is a virtue ex- 
pected in individuals but hardly in states, the 
offer embodies a satirical sort of blackmail. 

All the more reason for congratulating 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, Walter Reuther and 
Dr. Milton Eisenhower for telling Castro that 
they, as individuals, will raise the money for 
the tractors if satisfactory arrangements are 
made for the release of the prisoners. This 
is putting a decent concern for those unhappy 
people above considerations of pride and 
purse. It is putting first things first. It is a 
humane and generous gesture by which indi- 
viduals may redeem their nation from the 
charge of self-serving heartlessness. 

So we sincerely hope that the effort will 
succeed—primarily for the sake of the pris- 
oners now facing an uncertain fate in Cuba. 
And a bow to Mrs. Roosevelt, Mr. Reuther 
and Dr. Eisenhower for their courage in put- 
ting people above prestige. 


A Guide for Growth 

The proposed St. Louis county land use 
plan is a reasonable, fair and necessary guide 
for controlling the county’s future growth. 
We hope the Planning Commission recom- 
mends its adoption by the Council in substan- 
tially its present form. 

While the 12 public hearings on the pro- 
posal generated a certain amount of noisy 
opposition, this may have come as much 
from a simple lack of understanding as from 
self-interest. Many opponents evidently had 
the idea that the plan is synonymous with 
zoning, which it is not. The plan is essen- 
tially an illustrated statement of broad public 
purposes which are quite acceptable. If the 
plan is adopted, a comprehensive zoning 
ordinance based on it would be one of the 
means of carrying it out. 

The three provisions most frequently ob- 
jected to involved those for permanent “open 
space,’ for “rural use” and for elimination 
of strip commercial development of main 
highways. Open space is provided to prevent 
development in flood plains or areas subject 
to overflow, as well as to preserve land for 
recreational use. Strip commercial develop- 
ment creates traffic congestion and safety 
hazards and reduces the efficiency of high- 
ways. Both are sound principles. 

The “rural use” category is designed to 
curb urban sprawl, which raises the cost of 
utilities and public services to unnecessarily 
high levels. In effect rural ground would be 
stockpiled for future urban development. It 
would be available to be built on when it be- 
came necessary to build on it, but not before. 

Precisely how the rural use principle would 
be carried out is a matter outside the pur- 
view of the land use plan; but the principle 
itself is a good one and deserves to be 
adopted. 


The Dangerous Streets 


It is shocking to learn that nearly three- 
fourths of the city’s pedestrian traffic acci- 
dents last year would not have happened 
if the St. Louis pedestrian safety law had been 
observed. Yet that is what Traffic Commis- 
sioner Ellis Henry said in announcing a new 
safety campaign. The 1960 record of 63 pedes- 
trians killed and 1565 injured is indefensible. 

St. Louisans exhibit at times a scandalous 
disregard for traffic regulations. Motorists 
ignore red lights and stop signs, make “roll- 
ing stops” at 15 to 30 miles an hour and 
charge pedestrians with the apparent inten- 
tion of scaring them out of their wits, or out 
of the way. It is a pleasant experience indeed 
to observe a motorist stop at a cross-walk 
and motion a pedestrian across, as he should. 

Police enforcement of the new law began 
almost a year ago, but it obviously has not# 
been very effective. The law is a sensible 
one, a necessity in any modern city, and it 
should be enforced strictly. Police cannot be 
omnipresent, however, so a good deal of re- 
sponsibility devolves on the individual citizen. 
Many of us are alternately motorists and pe- 
destrians, and the need for observing the law 
should be easy to understand.

A Nice Cup of Tea 


Proud British Review of National Custom Notes That Commonwealth Controls Most Production 


From Barclay’s Bank Review 


Owing largely to its qualities as a 
stimulant tea has become the most 
popular beverage in the world, and in 
no country is it more widely drunk 
than in Britain which accounts for 
about one third of free-world con- 
sumption. 

China and Russia are (or were) 
heavy tea drinking countries but pres- 
ent consumption figures, like so much 
else, are probably secret. Of the total 
amount spent by the British public 
on food, some 5 per 
cent goes on tea, 
the quantity con- 
sumed per head 
being almost 10 
pounds annually. 

References to tea 
are contained in 
Chinese literature 
dating back as far as the fourth cen- 
tury A.D. From China the cultivation 
of tea spread eastwards to Japan 
where in a very short time it became 
the national drink and an important 
ceremony with the Japanese.

Tea did not arrive in Europe until 
about 1610 when the British shipped 
a consignment from China via Java, 
and it was not until some 50 years 
later that tea was on sale in England 
where it very quickly overtook coffee 
as the popular beverage of the day. 
It was largely the supremacy of Brit- 
ain’s merchant ships on the ocean trade 
routes which enabled regflar ship- 
ments of tea to be carried from China 
to the Port of London during the 
eighteenth century. 


Tea became involved in some of the 
more colorful episodes in English his- 
tory. For, to avoid a very high duty 
which had been imposed upon tea, and 
which was driving the beverage from 
the poorer folks’ tables, pichly organ- 
ized bands of ‘‘moonrakers’’ began 
smuggling tea into the country on 
Dutch merchant ships lying in the 
Channel.

tax which the British Government had 
imposed, tea was being smuggled in 
from Holland. This smuggling was a 
contributory cause to the Tea Act of 
1773 which led to the ‘Boston Tea 
Party’’ and, among other historic con- 
sequences, the eventual conversion of 
the United States into a nation of 
coffee drinkers. 


Meanwhile, in England, tea grew 
steadily more and more popular and 
with the ending of the East India 
company’s monopoly in 1833, Amer- 
ican shipowners seized the opportunity 
of providing faster transport for the 
tea cargoes from China, and the new 
“tea clippers’”’ were soon showing a 
clean pair of heels to the slower Brit- 
ish merchantmen. This competition 
had a stimulating effect on British 
shipbuilders. American shipowners 
soon found it more profitable to deploy 
their ships elsewhere but rivalry be- 
tween the English shipowners __in- 
creased. When, every year tea clip- 
pers such as the famous ‘‘Taeping”’ 
and the “‘Cutty Sark’’ raced from the 
Chinese ports with their cargoes, the 
arrival of the ships in the English 
Channel some three months later be- 
came headlines in the newspapers. 


The production of tea is of great 


importance in many Commonwealth 

countries today, where in fact about 

three quarters of the world output is 

grown. In 1823 the tea plant was iden- | 
tified by a thirsty Englishman in India; 

growing in the hills of Assam and, 

with the application of British capital 

and enterprise, production progressed . * 
rapidly. During the Second World War 
trade with the two main suppliers, — 
Indonesia and Japan, was severely dis-. ° 
rupted, and India seized the opportunity 

of increasing its share of world mar- 

kets. Output expanded rapidly, main- 

ly by increasing the yield per acre, 

and today Indian tea accounts for 

nearly a half of free world production. 

Moreover, the industry gives employ- 

ment to almost 1,000,000 workers and 

provides a fifth of India’s foreign ex- 

change earnings. 


The London Tea auctions together 
with those held in the other important 
tea centers, Calcutta and Colombo, 
handle about 80 per cent. of world 
trade in tea; the prices obtained in 
these markets generally determine 
world prices. Since 1954 prices have 
on average fallen slightly owing main- 
ly to over-production, but movements 
in wholesale prices have little effect 
on retail prices. By discriminate pur- 
chasing of different “qualities and 
grades of tea for use in blending, the 
retailers have largely suceeeded in 
maintaining stable prices without any 
loss of quality, which is as well, in 
view of the competition from other 
beverages. 


In Britain statistics published recent- 
ly show that the amount of coffee con-. 
sumed is increasing but some of the 
increase in coffee sales is due to the 
growing popularity of the espresso 
coffee bars which compete more di- 
rectly with public houses than with 
tea shops. Moreover, habits change 
slowly, and with the cheapness of tea 
(a cup of tea made at home costs 
about a halfpenny, excluding the cost 
of milk and sugar), it seems that. tea 
drinking will remain a characteristic 
of the British way of life for many 
years to come.

The fight against billboards clutter- 
ing up with their unsightly raucous 
messages the scenery along our public 
highways continues with renewed 
vigor in Missouri. 

Mrs. Cecily B. Todes of St. Louis is 
heading a one-woman anti- billboard 
campaign which is developing both im- 
petus and co-operation. The latest 
evidence of this was the recent unani- 
mous indorsement of the right to bar 
billboards from along our public high- 
ways at the meeting of the Women’s 
District Democratic Clubs at Mont- 
gomery City. Other women's groups 
in Missouri are giving their recogni- 
tion to this activity. 

Petitions are being circulated over 
the state by women. These will be 


presented to the Congressmen of their 
respective districts asking the support 
by these public servants of the legis- 
Jation for billboard control as proposed 
by the Federal Government. 


Mrs. Todes in a recent interview 
stated that it was difficult for her to 
understand why the Missouri Legisla- 
ture turned down the opportunity for 
Missouri to obtain $2,000,000 in federal 
funds, greatly needed for highways, 
instead of opening the highways and 
turning the new interstate highway 
system into “billboard alley.”

THE MOONRAKERS, by Robert Carse. 
(Harper, 176 pgs., $4.) 


A moonraker, in the days of the 
clipper ships, was a ‘‘rag of a sail” 
carried “away up aloft, above the 
royals.” But Robert Carse writes of 
men rather’than of sails; in his deft 
hands the moonrakers are the men 
whose minds could reach above the 
thinking of men satisfied with the 
packet ships of the 1820s. They dared 
design and sail the famous clippers. 

Donald McKay came to New York

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It’s No Easy Task 
To Feed Elephants 


NEW YORK, May 22 (AP). 
FVERYBODY LIKES to watch an elephant eat. 
Everybody, that is, except Rudy Bundy. As treasurer of 
the Ringling Circus, he’d like to see some elephants go on a 
voluntary diet—the ones he buys hay for. 

—_ “We have 20 elephants 
and they eat 30 bales of 
hay a day—plus all the 
free peanuts they can 
mooch,” he said. “They 
eat all the time. 

“Elephants even eat at 
night while they're stand- 
ing up sound asleep. They 
never quit eating.” 

The treasurer of ‘The 
Greatest Show on Earth’”’ 
has problems strikingly 
different from the finan- 
cial officers of most busi- 
ness corporations. 

Finding 30 bales of hay 
a day on the road for the 
elephants is easy, Bundy 
said, compared to the task 
of buying 550 pounds of 
horse meat daily for the 
lions and tigers.

“That is getting harder every year,” he remarked. 
“Sometimes we have to feed them beef. But that’s 
more expensive—and, besides, the big cats don’t like 
it as well. They prefer horse meat.” 


Bundy said getting out the payroll for 250 circus people 
was simple compared to meeting the varied menu demands of 
the circus animals. 

In addition to the elephants, lions and tigers, the circus 
carries 35 horses, 30 dogs, two chimpanzees, two gorillas, 
three camels, three llamas, four bears, 15 cats, 12 white rats, 
three roosters, an okapi, two giraffes, two zebras, a fox, a 
hippopotamus and a goose. 

“The big problem is that we've never been able to train 
the animals to stop eating when we're not showing,’’ Bundy 
said. ‘But at that the animals are less of a worry than the 
people. They aren't as temperamental.” 

On Sundays the 12 tigers do without meat. Instead they 
consume 28 quarts of milk and 20 dozen eggs. 

The two gorillas, Toto and Garagantua II, are the most 
finicky, They demand a particular type of jelly on their 
bread, and once a week also are fed a chicken and a steak 
apiece. 

The biggest single mouth in the circus belongs to Lily, 
the hippo. She munches 30 pounds or more of chopped vege- 
tables at mealtime. 

Bundy, a cheerful, blue-eyed man of 54, is a close friend 
of circus president John Ringling North. He worked his way 
up to his present post after more than 30 years as a clarinet 
player and touring band leader. He played at the old Falace 

Theater here and feels he did as much as anybody to kill 
vaudeville. 

“The only financial background I had was a commercial 

- course I took in high school,” he said, ‘‘The rest of it I had 
to learn on the job.”’ 

At one time there were 130 circuses in America, 

. there are only a dozen of any real size. 

The blackest day in. Bundy’s memory was July 16, 1956, 
when the big show closed at Pittsburgh—$1,650,000 in debt. 

“I was treasurer—but of what?” said Bundy, “We simply 
~had to modernize like any other business. 


“We had to give up the big tent and start playing 
in arenas and auditoriums. In the old days it cost us 
$25,000 a day to operate under canvas and we had to 
carry 700 more men. Now we're down to about $8000 
a day. We still have the same size show, but we need 
a train of only 15 cars instead of 80.”

LONDON, May 22 (AP). 

*I DIDN’T SAY the American 
male is a panther,” explained 
James Thurber, ‘I said he’s @ 
pouncer. There's a lot of differ- 
ence between a panther and a 
pouncer. The American ap- 
proach is to pounce,” 


The 67-year-old author, now to- 
tally blind but busier than ever, 
speaks in a sort of trans-Ameri- 
can accent — basically Middle 
West with faint overlays from 
the more effete Eastern sea- 
board. 

But. there’s nothing effete 
about Jim Thurber. 

“IT was once in a taxi with a 
girl,” he went on, “and she said 
to me, ‘“‘You’re the first Ameri- 
can who hasn’t pounced on me,’ 
and I said to her, ‘I have my 
gentle approach—and I’ve also 
got my front teeth.’ ”’ 


Talking with@ Thurber is al- 
ways a memorable experience. 
It’s hard to report him in con- 
ventional forms, ‘though. His 
wonderful rush of words raises 
hell with punctuation. 


THE GREAT MAN doesn’t 
talk in staid block paragraphs. 
Instead, he sweeps along in a 
superb flow of adult and witty 
observation, well laced with un- 
angry iron. 

Like this: 

“The great thing about women 
today is that they’re beginning 
to take a little interest in sex 
whereas the men are beginning 
to take little interest in anything 
else. . . . The perfect woman? 
Huh. .. . There’s no such thing, 
thank God. . . . But the quali- 
ties I most admire in women are 
beauty, ardour, humor and, of 
course—wealth. . . . I wish I 
could remember the name of 
the bright person who once said 
‘A woman’s place is in the

SKETCH YOUR HOME IMPROVEMENT: If you're plan- 
ning any remodeling and improvement projects—either to do 
vourself or to have a contractor undertake—a new sketching 
kit might help. Sketching, as taught'in the kit, which was 
originally developed for home improvement contractors and 
is now available for homeowners, requires no squares, Com- 
passes, rules or tools other than pencil and paper. The meth- 
od isn’t anything you’d be taught in art school but it does let 
you learn to quickly sketch rooms, perspectives and houses 
and. with a few lines, indicate alterations and improvements 
such as new kitchen cabinets, dormers, porch, remodeled 
basement. It’s useful when you want to communicate your 
ideas to contractors—and when you want to plan projects to 
carry out yourself. 


PAINTING GETS STILL EASIER: It should be hard to 
go wrong with a new wall and ceiling paint if it lives up to 
even half the claims made for it by the manufacturer, usually 
a reliable one. Heavy-bodied, with a mayonnaise-like con- 
gistency, it doesn’t drip, run or spatter—yet flows out rapidly 
into a smooth, even coating as you brush or roll it. It makes 
a painting job fast from start to finish. For one thing, it’s 
ready for use when you open the can, needs no stirring. The 
consistency allows more of the material to be transferred to 
a surface in a single dip. Also, minimum protection of sur- 
rounding areas is required during painting, and you can clean 
up brush and roller afterward with water. Called Lucite, the 
new paint comes in white and 19 colors,

Smoking and Cancer 


TODAY THE BIG ARGUMENT about cigarette smoking 
fs that it causes lung cancer. And there’s another group that 
contends, with some evidence, that there’s no proof that 
cigarettes cause lung cancer. 

nen , There’s no _ conclusive 
proof. I know people who 
have smoked cigarettes 
since World War I and 
still have good lungs. I 
even know of some people 
who never smoked ciga- 
rettes and yet died of lung 
cancer. 


It isn’t an open-and- 
shut rule that if you 
smoke cigarettes you'll 
have lung cancer. 

But one fact is now 
far beyond the stage 

DR. MOLNER of dispute, so far as I 
know: lung cancer occurs far more frequently among 
cigarette smokers than in any other group. That’s 
good enough for me. 


The American Cancer Society is waging a campaign 
against teen-age smoking. I hope it is successful. Those who 
never start smoking never miss it. 

Cancer isn’t; however, the only factor involved. There’s 
the cost. There’s the risk of fire, in bed, in the woods, or 
elsewhere, caused by careless smokers. Also, there’s ‘‘ciga- 
rette cough.” 

Smoking, however enjoyable, is not a healthful habit, and 
the only honest advice I can give is, ‘‘Don’t.”’ 


For reasons I don’t understand, there seems to 
be some urge for young people to smoke, even though 
they don’t, in the beginning, enjoy it. I guess it makes 
them feel grown up. 

The old idea, ‘‘don’t smoke until you are 21” was 
as good an approach as any. At least it postponed the 
practice. And postponing is at least some improve- 
ment over beginning smoking in childhood. 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: What method should be taken if 


@ person refuses to go see a psychiatrist and he needs- 


treatment? V.M. 


You can’t force some persons to do things for 
their own good. All you can do is persuade ’em. If 
an individual’s behavior is such that it interferes with 
the rights of other people, then the law can step in 
and do some insisting. Since specific laws vary from 
state to state, my advice is to discuss the matter 
frankly with your family doctor first. If need be he 
can advise you as to further steps. In general, probate 
court has jurisdiction over such matters.
